“ the Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” constituted and appointed 
pursuant to the provisions of an Act of Parliament passed in the 53rd 
year of the reign of His late Majesty George the Third, respectfully submit, 

That having in our previous Annual Reports brought under the notice of 
Government the fact that the powers conferred upon us are very defective, we 
felt coerced by a sense of duty to bring this matter specially under your 
Excellency’s consideration in the Report presented by us last year ; in it we took 
the liberty to press upon the notice of your Excellency certain suggestions, the 
adoption of which appeared to us to be absolutely necessary to enable us properly 
to discharge the duties of our office. We then urged the advantage that would 
arise from conferring upon this Commission much enlarged powers, such as that 
of appointing, removing, and superannuating the Masters and Ushers of the 
different Schools, and a greater extent of control over the School proceedings, and 
their arrangements generally. We stated that in our opinion the Funds which 
constitute the respective Endowments should be fully confided to the manage- 
ment of this Board, and that the Commissioners should have power to employ 
them for the benefit of such other Schools as they might think judicious, and not 
to confine them to individual Schools, as is now the case; that the Exhibitions 
and Scholarships conferred by us should not, as is under the present Law neces- 
sary, be restricted to Pupils educated at particular Schools, but should, under 
certain regulations, be thrown open to a general competition amongst youths 
educated at other Schools. That this Board should have ample powers to 
appoint and to pay Inspectors and Visitors, who should, under its direction, from 
time to time, visit and report on the Schools under our supervision ; and we be 0, 
most earnestly, but respectfully, to call your Excellency’s special attention to the 
recommendations more specially set forth in our Report for 1869 and 1870 ; and, 
having done so, we beg to submit a general Report of the Proceedings of the 
Board since the presentation of that Report.
